Prince 
Louis of Battenberg reminds us that ia the 
Franco-German War the invaders mado 
short work of non-combatants caught with 
arms in their hands, Ha does not suggest 
that the captaia and crow of an armed 
merchant veseal would be troated in a 
similor manner, but he warns us that 
tho possibility should be kept in view. 
Apart from this, howeyer, the momont & 
merchant ship begins to fight the comman. 
dor of the enemy's ship has a right to treat 
her an one of the fighting anita of the 
country against which his country is at.war 
—that is to say, inatead of trying to make a 
capture, to attempt to sink hor, ‘Thore- 
foto, apart from the danger of being killed 
and wounded by gun-firo during action, she 
becomes a legitimate targot for a Whitchead 
tarpedo, which this distinguished * naval 
oficer justly observes isa tolerably appalling 
thing to contemplate in the case of a mer 
chant ship. Speaking ou these matters at 
tho discussion at the United Service Inetitu- 
tion, Admiral Sie Nowell Salmon remarked 
that the Germans during the war with 
France started what they called o ‘ Volua- 
teer Navy,’ by woy of evading the Declara- 
tion of Paris, and that Ruesia followed suit, 
and has now a Voluntesr Navy composod 
of merchant ships that are said to carry 
thoir guns in their holds, and do partly 
Governmont work and partly cargo carry- 
ing. 
M. Aurasp Brier hae just published in the 
Revue des Deux Montes a résumé of the 
results of his inquiries into the mentsl me- 
thods adupted by tho playera of blindfold 
chess. In tho course of thie article he re- 
marka that up to the ond of the eighteenth 
century the great players wero exclusive y 
Lutins, Itatiavs, Spaoiah, or Portaguese. 
But tho Latin raco bas now lost the chess 
seaptre. The great players of the present 
day ure Germans, Slavonians, Ang!o.S1xong 
and, abore all, Jews. In a list of 62 chess 
eclebrities prepared for M. Biuet by M. 
Preti, he fiuds no less than 18 Jows. Some 
of theso aro Polish Jews, othera Hungarian; 
and many of them are chess ' professionals.’ 
In Germany, on the other haud, the great 
chéss players are men whose 600 al pusilion 
has demanded devotion to serious studies. 
Thos Bergor is a prof sor, Frits isa magie- 
trata, Goetz, the Alsatian, is dootorin phi- 
losophy; vou der Lassa has been a minister 
plenipotentiary; Tarrasch is o doctor of wo- 
icine, The Germans study the gamo of 
chess in a scicatifio mannor, and it is 
amongst them thut we find the largest num-~ 
ber of ployers of the firet force.’ The 
English, again, regard chess a8 a mental re- 
erestion, They piny n groat deal, but they 
do not devote profound siudy to tho game, 
Té isin Kuglund thot chess is held most in 
honour, and it is England which has the 
Jargest numer of players of ‘ meag * force, 
As for the Latina, they seem content to act 
‘on the letter cf tho. maxim that chesa 18 too 
trifling fora atudy and too serious for a re- 
ereation,

sorry to say tho 300 shares hud hardly any 
selling value. Mr Rodyk diod also without 
leaving any property An investigation of 
the accounts showed thet in bis personal 
capacity aaa Director he claimed to have 
disbursed monies on behalf of the Com- 
pany, and on the obhor band thera tere 
claims against him in hie capacity of zoli- 
citor (with Mr Holmes) for the Company.

Tt was surrounded by a thicket of young 
troea that atratched down to tho base of the 
hilt. As wa drew near our pa h divided, 
eno entering the place on tho right and 
ove on the left. We could hear voices in 
aclearing on the side of u biyh hill to the left 
and wondered what sort of a reception wa 
should rec.ive. Ags we entered the placa, 
we fyund to our astonishment, that it was 
deserted, Going at once to the principal 
house, s6 was our custom, £ found the 
doors open, the rice pot boiling over a good 
fire, the chickeos running about the dvor 
yard, a good supp y of water in the bambeo 
tubes always uaed in the placa of buckats 
or pails, but not a aoul to be acen. I 
then remombered having soon, as 1 came 
up the path, a man hurriedly disappearing 
in the thicket bebind tho village with a 
couple of buckets on his shoulders, and the 
thought flashed ncross my mind that they 
had taken us fora band of robbers. This 
was indeed the fact. We soou found that 
all tho houses, five in numbor, woro desort- 
ed in the samo way. 

What was to be dove} We koow pot 
where they had gone, end even had we 
known it would have been useless to pursue 
them or to try to bring them back, Suche 
course would only have confirmed them in 
thoir evil opinion of us and caused them to 
flee farther away, and bide thc mselves more 
effectively. We decided, therefore, tv 
make ourselves at hoim¢, ond, if they did 
not return before morning, to leave an 
ample compensation for the use of the 
house, Inan hour or two, however, several 
men were seen creeping back. Our guides 
spoke to those, and after much explanation 
succeeded in rasuring them of our friendly 
intentions, In a short time, to our relief and 
satisfaction, they had all retarned. They 
wereatil] very shy ond timid, and itreguired 
not a little effurt to persaade them +0 come 
nest us, Itgavo uaa very vivid impression 
of the unsettled state of the country. When 
we saw how a whole village deserted their 
houses on 80 slight on alarm, taking only a 
little clothing and a few necessaries with 
them. 

The next morning we were pleased to 
find that th@ie confidence had been com- 
pletely won! Oor guides also, so unwilling 
the day before, ware so delighted with the 
rewards we gave them for their services, (4 
little smaking tobaceo and about twenty 
cents each in money) that they were willing 
to go further with us. The impression 
made waa such that we-found no trouble 
whatever in engagiog fresh men for the 
next ataye of the journey from umong those 
who h-d fled from their home at our coming 
the evening bafare. The man whose house 
we vecupied was surprised, as well as 
vleased, with the compensation we gave 
him—an embroidered tobacc» pouch, some 
beads for his wife and a little money. ‘So 
that we may reasonubly hope that if any 
future travellers vf the whito race atrike 
this mountain village as we did, they will 
find the peuple ready to recuive them hor. 
pitably. 

Wo observed that the houses at this place 
were aguare built and raised about’ three 
feet from the ground, the space under. 
neath being for the accommodation of do- 
mestic fowls and animals. Behind the 
do rs wero ev dences of warship paid to 
the ‘F.iry’ grand mother of the Lees 
({Lee-poh-sien), and I had to caution var 
evolies depusiting their hate or eurrying- 
poles in the sacred oorner, lest they 
should offend the people, Lhe rico 
boiling in the pot was of good quality 
tho water ‘in the -bamboo tubes was 
clear and swoot. The‘ water spout,’ or 
Siai-tung, bamboo is found in many placas 
op the Island. I¢ attains a diameter of 
feom four to six inches. Tho ‘juints are 
solid—and form water-tight bottoms for 
the great tubes—which everywhere serve 
the purpose of pails. 
three of thoso tubes together, each of which 
will bold about two quarts. So that with 
three on each end of o carrying pole a 
wuman (this ssems everywhere to be 
woman’s work among the Lees) can carry 
at one load three gallons of water from the 
spring. Staller tubes are used for carry- 
ing food, as receptacles for scods, and a 
great variety of purpones. 

On this day we followed the general 
course of the rivor, avoiding as far as pos- 
sible the circuits of ile great benda, which

We soon came to the rivor, and as the 
mon ant down to rest under the shade of a 
broad trav by tho water's aide, I walked 
slowly ahead in the direction they had 
indicated alony the river, there antil I came 
to the ford which we woro to cross, and 
thero waited for thom to come up. Several 
Lees coming from the opposite direction 
peased me. There waa no town ot sign of 
habitation in sight. Half an hour passed 
and the men bad not come up. Suppos- 
ing them to bu atill resting I went back to 
eall them, but to my dismay they were 
nowhere to be soon. Tran upand down the 
shore calling to them but received no re- 
sponso. Climbing to the top of the steop 
jembaokment which wo had come down 
togethor, I still could find no trace of 
them, the ground being s0 herd as to leave 
no footprint of man or horse. This was® 
sorry predicament indead! Alone in thie 
wild juagle without the faintest ides of the 
tight way to take ur the ability to converse 
with the people ! After much searching I 
found 9 path through the bushes which I 
followod, It lad ma to a village recently 
burned, only two houses out of a score re- 
maining amidst the smoking ruins, Al the 
door uf one of these houses a woman was 
sitting, I succeeded in making her 
understand by means of the few words I 
had picked up, and by signs that I was 
looking for tho party ahead, Sho point 
to a path on the other side of the village, 
which I hastened to follow. This led mo 
across another rained village without an 
inhabitant, boyond which wore two paths 

ading forward. Which to take I did not 
kuow. Audso turned back to Gnd tho 
woman aud inquire of hor butsho had 
appeared. Plunging again into the bush 
took at random the path to the right, 
hallooing loudly as I went, when to my 
great relief some one answored, and in a 
few momenta more I found the guides and 
bearers on the bank of auother small 
stream tributary to the large one wo bad 
left. They were in the act of crossing this 
stream, the last man being half way over 
when I reached the place, A few minutes 
more and they would have gone forward 
by the path on the farthor side.

whole aapeot of things about the place waa 
moat gloumy and dopressing. : 

Just befure ascending the final glopa to 
the town we crossed a moyntain bruok of 
wondorfully leat refreshing water. 
Under the ahada of overhanging trees were 
enticing pools of cool’transparent water, 
After depositing our luggage in tho honae, 
I went back to the spot to bathe after tho 
wearp and somewhat exciting day. Tha 
music of the stroam falling down tho 
mountain side in numberless cascades, 
the still night air through which fitted 
in great numbers a apecies of white fiufly 
moth gave a peculiar charm to the eganr, 
Innumerable insects chirped in the trees 
and grass, bats and nght birds flew about, 
the shadows of deeply-wooded ravines and 
the dim outlines of the bills and mountatngs 
deepened the spall. The quiet beauty and 
restfulness of nature, with ity suggestion of 
tecming lifo and gorgeous existoncein wood 
and stream, contrasted painfully with the 
want, the poverty, the destroying hand 
the bitter hearts and the gloomy outlook in 
the half-roined-village and half fed people.

THE MOVEMENTS OF THE- 
NORTH POLE. f 

To the Nine:eenth Century for August 

Sir Robert Bell, the Dublin Agtronomer

on the movements of the North Pole. It, 
ia based on the labours of Mr Chandler, a 
Gatingoished Americsa- astronomer, who 
has made an oxhatstive examination into 
‘that subject, aud whd''has conclusively 
proved that the Terrestrial Pole is in «| 
regular and constant movoment. Mr 
Chaudlor hag been so successful as to have 
dotermined tho law of thease polar.move- 
ments. Sir Rohart guards his readers 
against misconception by doscribiug to 
thom the nature of tho Colestial: Pole and 
of the Terrestrial Pole, the former boing 
that point in the heavens round whic 
stars revolve, and tho latter that poi 
‘the sarfnos of the carth which ba 
the. goal of co many Arctic expedi! 
That the Colestial Pole is in a state 
movemont has been long’, known ; that the 
Toerrostrial Polo is also in a stata of move- 
ment is the new discovory to which ho calls 
attention. This point is not the Polo Ster, 
bat it is near it; and that star moves 
round it, like alt the other stara. Some 
faint etars, indecd, lie much closer to the 
Colestial Polo than the Pole Star itself 
does, While these stars sro moving round 
the Celestial Pole, thot Cvlestial Polo 
itself is in incessant movoment, which 
movement Sir R. Ball thas describes :— 

* At the present timo tho Pole is advanc- 
ing in such a direction that it is gotting 
noar to tho Polo Star, so that the actual 
cirole which tho Pole Star is describing is 
becoming lesy aud leas. Tho time will 
como when tho. cirolo which this star per- 
forms will have reached its loweat dimen- 
siong, but still the Polo will bo moving on 
its way, and then, of courso, the dimensions 
of tho circle travorecd by tho Pole Star will 
undergo 4 corresponding inoreaso. As 
hundreds of years ond thousands of years 
roll by, tho Pole will retreat further and 
farther from the Polo Star, so that in the 
course of a period as far on in the futuroas 
the foundation of Romo.was in the past, 
the Pole will bo no longer sufiiciontly near 
the Pole Star to enable tho latter to render to 
astronomers the peduliar services which it 
does ot prosont. Looking alill further obond, 
wo find that in the couras of about twelve 
thousand years the Pole Stor will have 
guinod & position as difforent o@ possible 
from that whisk it. now occnpios. This 
most critical point in the heavens will then 
bo not far from the stor Vega, tho brightest 
point in the Northern Sky, ond then it will 
commence fo return, so that after the 
lspae of about 25,000 years the Pole will be 
found again in tho same colestial noigh- 
bonrhood where it is to-night, having, in 
the meantima, traversed a mighty circle 
through the constellations,’ 

So much for the movement of the 
Celestial Polo, 
describes :— 

‘We havo o gencral idea that the 
Terrestrial North Pole lies in a region of 
sternal ies. Suppose that Nansen does 
succeed in his expedition, how is bo to 
idontify thot purticular spot on this globo 
which is to be defined by the North Pole? 
Imagine thet your vye wus placed at the 
contre of the carth, and that you hed a 
Jong slender tube from that centre to tho 
surface through which you could look 
exactly tothe point in tho heavens which 
ig the Colcstial Pole, then thut spot in 
which the end of tho tube passes ont 
through the surfucu of tho earth is tho 
North Torrestrial Polc. Imagine a stake 
driven into the oarth st the place named, 
then the position of that stako is tho 
critical spot on our globe which has beea 
the object of co mach maritime enterprise. 
Now, doag the Fole move? At the time 
of the building of the Pyramids, tho Pole 
in the heavens was in quite a different 

lace from ita pasition naw, ond a trbe, 

ooking ot it from the centro of the carth, 
would have como ont at tho surfaoo ut o 
totally different place from that at which 
the tube would come at present, It secms 
perfectly certain that at any time within 
the last 10,000 years the North Pole might 
have been found within a region on the 
carth’s surfaco not larger than Hyde Purk. 
er Tho North Pole describes a circle, 
and the period in which each rovolation of 
the Pols around that circle takes pluce is 
about 427 deys, or about two months more 
than the poriod that the carth requires for 
the parformunes of each revolation around 
the aun.’
